They advised that about one month ago & negro man, name unknown, while 
riding on one of the Georgia Power Company buses in Mi30n, sat down next to 
a white man and was asked to move by both the white man and the bus driver. 
The negro reportedly refused to move, whereupon, the 1hite man hit him in 
the face with his lunch bucket. They further stated that evidently this 
matter was reported tc JULIA‘MtALLISTER, a negro who was head of the Negro 
USO at Macon, and that JULIA McALLISTER called a meeting and requestod that 
two representatives of the Georgia Power Company be present on a certain date 
at the Negro USO Center. Further, that Mr. LAWTON\MILLER and another repre- 
sentative of the Georgia Power Company were present at this .eeting in 
addition to JULIA McALLISTER and several negro men, names uncnowr. They 
stated also that the negro men at the meetiag prow sied to inform Mre MILLER 
and his associate that the negro people of Macon vr re not gving to tolerate
